The Table On Future Occasions 



A stuffed turkey on the Chrlstmaa Day din- 
ing room table is as much an American custom 
as the well-decorated Christmas tree in the 
living room. 

Both turkey and tree are morale builders, 
according ttT published “Annals of the New 
York Academy of Science." The Christmas tur- 
key is both nutritious and delicious, according 
to the Science Academy, “but it contains no 
special morable-building vitamin, mineral, or 
other secret ingredient. Its effect is due to 
what the turkey stands for— a symbol of home, 
family, and congenial and abundant living." 

No. 1 Holiday Fare 

Turkeys are considered the nation’s num- 
ber one holiday fare, eaten by the Pilgrims back 
in 1621, but historians in the field of home 
economics and nutrition and with the American 
Institute of Baking do not know when the first 
turkey was filled with bread "dressing.” They 
believe that the first bread stuffing for turkeys 
included nuts, spices and a few commonly found 
herbs. The recipe is not a matter of historical 
record and the true origin of poultry stuffing 
is unknown. 

One recipe for the stuffing of the turkey 
was printed 150 years ago in a publication en- 
titled, “Domestic Cookery.” The heading was 
“A heading was “A nice way to dress Fowl for 
a small Dish.” The stuffing — then as now— con- 
tained bread. It also included veal, ham, bacon, 
eggs, herbs, beef suet, lemon peel, anchovies, 
salt, black and Cayenne pepper, cream, butter 
and flour. 

American Game Bird 

Much more is known about the history of 
the turkey itself. Originally it was an American 
game bird, inhabiting almost all sections of the 
United States, Southern Canada and Mexico. It 
was taken from Mexico to Europe in 1943 — six 
years after Columbus discovered America. 
There the turkeys were bred and cross-bred. 
From this intensive, and extensive breeding

rsulted an improved domesticated fowl which 
was transhipped to the United States — probably 
from England — about 300 years ago. 

It took American turkey growers until a- 
bout 1800 to develop the “yard turkey" we have 
today, according to a national turkey grower* 
association While the bird is native to America, 
the association ponts out, the turkey has travel- 
ed far for a bird with limited flying abilities. It 
is now found in some form or other-alve, fresh, 
frozen or canned — in almost every country in 
the world. 

The Lore of The Turkey 

For those who may be called upon to make 
a post-Christmas dinner speech, here is a com- 
pendium of lore for the man, or woman, who 
hasn't much information about turkeys at hand: 

The first turkeys to be “experted" were 
shipped by the Spanish (from Mexico) to Eng- 
land in 1948 They were more of a game bird 
than a table delicacy at that time. 

Hernando Cortez, a Spanish general, is be- 
lieved to be the first white man to have eaten 
turkey. He was, at that meal, the guest of 
Montezuma, the last Azetc emperor of Mexico. 

Turkeys in France are called "Jesuits, " be- 
cause the Fathers of the Jesuit order introduc- 
ed them to that country. 

The American Bronze adult turkey gob- 
bler, and this breed continues to be popular, 
averages a weight of 36 pounds. The male year- 
ling cock, 33 pounds; hen, 20, and~poults, 16. 

Eighty million turkeys are sold in the Uni- 
ted States each year. Approximately 60 per cent 
are marketed during the holiday season, for 
Thanksgiving and Christmas dinners. 

Roast turkey has not always been the prin- 
cipal Yuletide dish. The wealthy formerly ate 
peacock and lesser folk ate guinea fowl. 

Only in America has the turkey been found 
in a naturally wild state.

"These are pretty strong words, but in too 
many cases they are true. 

“Too many people look upon Lheir work as 
a means to an end ... a pay check How much 
they lose in not learning how to work, how to 
develop pride in a job well done. Mr. Brower 
calls it. . . 'the thrill of achievement'. 

"Perhaps our schools might develop a course 
on ‘how to work’.” 



Wardrup's - A Home Grown Mountain Industry Is A Classic Example ot Local Initiative 
Blackey Plant Employs 65 and Has Had Steady Business Despite "Recession" ol Years

There is a great deal of talk these days 
about industry coining to Eastern Kentuc- 
ky, furniture industry, clothing manufao-. 
turers, any kind of industry. 

But meat packing is one industry that 
is almost old in the very next county, if 
something begun in 1947 can be consider- 
ed as aging. 

For in 1947, Mr. J. B Hensley opened 
up the second Wardrup Packing Company, 
a firm that has supplied a great portion of 
Kentucky with a great portion of its meat. 

The smoke stack that reaches far 
above the extensive roof of the Wardup 
plant at Blackey in Letcher County could 
be seen for miles in any direction if Cum- 
berland Mountains did not hover about the 
plant on all sides. 

Located across Rock House Creek 
within sight of Stuart Robinson School in 
the Lttchir community near Blackey, 



Wardrups kills and processes tons of pork 
and beef, all types of sausages, lunch meats 
and hams for Eastern Kentucky consumers. 
Their processing covers the entire range 
of meat packing. 

120 Hogs An Hour 

Using modern machinery, 18 Ward- 
up men can slaughter, clean and have 120 
hogs in the cooler in one hour. Though 
they are able to operate at a great capacity, 
the plant handles about 70 beef cattle each 

mm 

Most of the live stock is bought on 
open markets. The company has its own 
stock buyers to purchase hogs from Cen- 
tral Kentucky farmers. Much of- the beef 
comes from the stock sales at Isom. 

President and general manager of 
Wardrup Packing Company is the same 
J B. Hensley who started the blackey plant 
11 years ago. A second Wardrup Packing 
Company is located in Harlan, but the two 



are independent of each other 

Six trucks operate from the plant at 
Blackey, covering two routes that extend 
as far away as Corbin. Hensley said much 
of the Blackey plant’s produce is taken to 
the Harlan location for distribution. 

Sales Steady Despite Recession 

If Wardrup’s sales are any indication, 
the current economic recession hasn’t dras- 
tically affected meat buying. Mr. Hensley 
said that while the tonage sold this year 
has not followed the same rise as in the 
past three years, this years sales are hold- 
ing their own very well in comparison to 
last year’s mark. 

The Blackey industry employs 65 peo- 
ple, including salesmen, and all of them 
are local, home-grown workers. This is the 
lucrative fact about new enterprises in this 
area, the recruiting of local people for local 
jobs. Something that many workers in this 
area think and dream about.

A living tree of the decldu 
ous variety or an evergreen is 
a Christmas tree to be enjoyed 
all year long, says N. R. Elliott, 
horticulturist in the Agriculture 
al Extension Service at the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky 

Deciduous trees are those 
which drop their leaves Variet- 
ies which seem particularly 
gift-like are pink or white dog- 
wood, redbud, flowering crab 
or one of the larger shade 
trees. A purchasing order from 
a nursery for spring delivery of 
any one of these trees would 
make an admirable gift, says 
Mr Elliott. 

The use of living evergreen 
trees at the Christmas season 
has long been encouraged by 
Mr Elliott, and many of the 
leading nurseries in the state 
are in a position to fill the ord- 
ers, he says. 

Such trees may be bought 
planted in containtrs and ustd 
throughout the holiday season. 
Then just as soon as weather 
permits, plant out of doors in 
a permanent location. 

Directions for planting, which 
come with the evergreen tree, 
should be followed, or get a 
copy of Leaflet 198, Planting 
Evergreens, from your county 
agent or the Bulletin Room, Ex 
periment Station,
